Capitulation of Manila May Have 


Been Invalid—Formal Demand 
for Nearly a Million Dollars 
Wrongfully Appropriated—Epi- 
demic of Small Pox at Gibara, 
Cuba. 


Paris. NTov. E>.—The Spanish cnmmts- 


tloners, Jn the course of a two hours' 
session of "the peace conference yester- 
day, flaUy refused to accept Monday's 
proposition by the Americans to take 
the entire Philippine group and to reim- 
burse Spain for her "pacific expendi- 
tures" there. 


This negative decision was expected. 


The Spanish commissioners had also a 
number of positive declarations, which 
lined same 37 sheets of a type-written 
presentment. 
In 
this statement the 


Spaniards held that the United Staten 
had no ultimate rlehis in the Philippine 
archEpelago and could have none, save 
by the consent of Spain In these neirn- 
tlallons and upon terms satisfactory to 
her. According to the Spanish conten- 
tion In the formal statement, ihe United 
States entertained no thought of annex- 
ing1 the Philippines when ihe protocol 
WQB signed, or It would have been r-x- 
prtsfeJ In the protocol as clearly us the 
conditions regarding the cession of ter- 
ritory In the Antilles and the Orlcrt. 
-Mr C'ambon, before the signature of the 
protocol, 
received 
from 
Madrid—the 


presentment alleged—a cable rnpssnge 
clearly setting forth that the mainten- 
ance of .Spain's authority over the Philip- 
pines shuuld not be affected by the pro- 
tocol, to which reservation the United 
States made at that time no protest or 
objection. 


This dispatch to Mr. Cambon, na the 


Spaniards c'almed, embodied a!sr> ishe 
-view that the United Slates had no valid 
basis for claims In the archipelago. It 
Is further held by Senor Rios nnd his col- 
leagues that the capitulation of Manila, 
having occurred o/ter the signing of Hie 
protocol, and thus af.ter the suspension 
of hostilities, was invalid.

• lonera, In the course of a two hours' 
eeaslon of the peace conference yester- 
day, natly refused to accept Monday's 
proposition by the Americans to take 
tho entire Philippine group and to reim- 
burse Spain for her "pacific expendi- 
tures" there. 


This negative decision was expected.

Spaniards held that Hie United States 
had no ultimate rights In the Philippine 
archipelago and could have none, save 
by the consent of Spain In these nego- 
tiations and upon terms satisfactory to 
her. 
According; to the Spanish conten- 


tion In tha formal statement, the United 
States entertained no thought of annex- 
ing the Philippines when the protocol 
•was algneil, or It would have been ex- 
pressed In the protocol as clearly ns tlie 
conditions regarding the cession of ter- 
ritory In the Antilles and the Orient. 
Sir. Canibon,-before the signature of the 
protocol, 
received 
from 
Madrid—the 


preaenlnient alleged—a cnble message 
clearly setting forth that the mainten- 
ance of Simla's authority over the Philip- 
pines chould not be affected, by the pro- 
tocol, to which reservation the United 
States made at that time no protest or 
objection.
